1972 f. an 
addition of I.J million has raised the enrolment in primary 
schools from ^.2 million in 1972 to 5«5 million in 1^76. 'Making - 
nacess^ary allowance for tlie various constraints involved, it Xb 
hoped that^universalization of primary edufeation for boys will be 
achieve by 1983 and for girls by 198?.* 

One of thd major^reforms ia education was the desigidng of .
